Some of Union Electric Co.’s residential cus- 
tomers are in for an unhappy jolt if the com- 
pany's $6,800,000 rate rise proposal is approved 
by the Missouri and Illinois regulatory commis- 
sions. We refer specifically to the householder 
owning an electric stove, dryer, hot water heater 
and similar a 

Under the company's rate proposal, this type 
of customer might find his bill running as much 
as 20 per cent higher than now. But the “aver- 
age” residential user—the householder who buys 
far less power—would suffer a rise of only 
about 944 per cent. 

Several of our readers have protested that 
this is not fair. For one thing, many of them 
purchased electrical appliances in preference to 
gas-operated devices in response to the utility’s 
suggestion that “electricity is really cheap in St. 
Louis., And now they see themselves as about 
to de penallzed for taking the company's advice. 

As we have noted before, the company pro- 
poses to collect 41 per cent of its requested rate 
increase from residential users, although these 
users buy only 18 per cent of its power. On top 
of this inequity, the bigger residential consum- 
ers, who have loaded up with appliances are to 
pay more of the increase than smaller users. 

The regulatory commissions ‘of both states 
ought to demand full justification of this method 
of distributing the rate increase, and to ask 
why it would not be fairer to assess each group 
of consumers approximately the same proportion 
ot any increase that is granted.

A reasonably 
good student, though a somewhat immature little boy, he ex- 
pressed a terrific drive to excel. This could be seen not only 
in his worrying about his school work and his marks, but in 
the amount of cutting up he did in school, to be sure that 
everyone’s attention was focused on him.

WE WERE DISCUSSING this little boy’s extremely com- 
petitive personality, his drive to excel, his neee to be the 
“best.” In the psychological examination, he not only con- 
stantly raced with time, but he competed with himself. “Was 
that faster than on the first trial?” “Did I do better at this 
test than I did last year?” 

And he kept checking up on how well other children had 
done. “Am I the fastest one on this test?” he would ask re- 
peatedly. “Do many other children draw (or do puzzles) as 
well as this?” 

As we discussed this boy’s personality, one of the student 
teachers present asked, “Well, don’t you think his behavior is 
probably a result of family pressures? Don't you imagine that 
his family is driving him, and holding up impossibly high 
standards?”

OUR ANSWER was an emphatic “No!” And we amplified 
this by telling this student teacher that whenever a teacher 
starts talking to us about family pressures, we usually find 
that that is a teacher who does not understand the personality 
and mind of her pupil. 

One of the older teachers present agreed with us. “ ‘Fam- 
fly pressures’ is just a scapegoat,” she said. “When a teacher 
just doesn't understand a child’s behavior or know what to 
do about it, she falls back on ‘family pressures.“ 

It u our experience that a compulsive preschooler be- 
comes a compulsive school child. A competitive preschooler 
goes on being competitive as he grows up.

Pickets paraded before 
the White House and American 
embassies abroad. Full-page 
newspaper advertisements de- 
manded, “Must the Rosenbergs 
Die?” Torrents of letters de- 
scended on American officials in 
the United States and overseas. 
More letters and barrages of 
night-time telephone calls pres- 
sured Judge Kaufman. 

Luminaries such as Jean Paul 
Sartre in Paris and Gerhardt Eis- 
ler in Berlin made fiery speeches 
at “Save the Rosenbergs” ral- 
lies. No efforts were spared to 
make the Rosenberg case appear 
what the Communists proclaimed 
it to be: another “Dreyfus case.” 
Distorted versions of the trial 
were so widely trumpeted that 
the State Department recently 
sent a lengthy review of the case 
to 40 American diplomatic mis- 
sions abroad. 

Not all the protests against the 
verdict came from Communists or 
fellow-travelers. Scientists such 
as Drs. Albert Einstein and Harold 
C. Urey pleaded for clemency, 
So did other non-Communists, 
who did not question the guilt of 
the Rosenbergs but who opposed 
capital punishment or found the 
death penalty excessive since 
other members of the same con- 
spiracy received far lesser sen- 
tences or were not even prosecut- 
ed because they “talked.” 

The Communists have also 
made anti-Semitism an issue in 
the case. While Jews are being 

urged in Russia and eastern 

urope, the Reds claim that the 
“corrupt” American judicial sys- 
tem is railroading the Rosenbergs 
into death because of their re- 
ligion. This conveniently ignores 
the fact that Julius was destined 
to become a rabbi until he bolted 
at 16, broke with his parents and 
joined the Communist party. Fur- 
thermore, the Reds have ignored
